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The present invention discloses a method of 
controlling tray out force in an optical drive. 
When a disk is in the drive, a first tray out 
function is executed for overcoming a smaller 
magnetic force. When there is not any disk in the 
drive, a second tray out function is executed for 
overcoming a larger magnetic force. Moreover, the 
maximum value in the second tray out function is 
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larger than that in the first tray out function. 
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
